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FOREWORD 

This  year  even  more  than  before,  it  is  to  the  interest  and 
duty  of  the  taxpayers  to  attend  our  town  and  school  meetings  on 
March  13.  Increased  cost  of  labor  and  material  indicate  the 
necessity  of  increasing  appropriations  to  secure  the  same  amount 
of  service  that  was  received  in  other  years  for  a  much  smaller 
sum.  The  page  containing  the  items,  Money  raised  in  1950, 
Expended  in  1950,  Estimate  for  1951,  should  be  compared  and 
studied  with  the  pages  listing  the  payments,  as  you  consider 
what  action  should  be  taken  in  regard  to  the  various  articles  in 
the  warrant. 

You  will  note  a  large  decline  for  the  amount  raised  for  town 
poor  last  year  to  the  estimate  for  1951. 

This  is  due  to  the  changing  economic  situation  and  transfer 
to  O.A.A.  Recipients  of  aid  did  work  for  the  Town,  mostly  on 
the  highways,  to  the  extent  of  $405.30,  which  was  credited  to 
their  personal  accounts. 

County  tax  will  not  be  known  until  after  the  present  session 
of  legislator  ends,  but  is  expected  to  be  higher. 

Estimate  for  Highways  and  Bridges  expected  to  be  higher 
due  to  repair,  tarring  roads,  as  none  were  done  last  year,  and 
increased  wages,  you  will  note  that  the  Highway  Dept.  did  not 
exceed  the  appropriation  in  1950.  $489.60  in  Highway  Dept. 
receipts  were  turned  in  to  the  Treasurer.  This  includes  $95.85 
which  Mr.  Israel  contributed  to  the  expense  of  the  Colby  Hill 
Road. 

Fire  Dept.  appropriation  was  exceeded  partly  due  to  more 
than  usual  fires,  and  the  purchase  of  additional  IV2"  hose  to 
replace  some  that  proved  defective  during  the  summer. 

Error  in  billing  in  1949  increased  the  bill  for  street  lighting 
for  1950. 

A  slight  increase  in  the  T.R.A.  appropriation  is  due  to  the 
possibility  of  increased  aid  for  1951.  The  entire  T.R.A.  pro- 
gram was  carried  out  by  the  State  in  1950.  In  previous  years 
this  money  had  been  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Town 
officials 


Articles  included  in  the  warrant  are  not  always  favored  by 
this  office.  They  are  inserted  at  the  request  of  interested  voters 
for  consideration. 

Our  Town  Treasurer  W.  L.  Childs  has  served  the  Town 
for  45  years  and  only  had  one  opponent  in  that  time.  He  has 
served  continuously  since  1905. 

The  Town  of  Henniker  is  unique  in  that  it  is  the  only  town 
by  that  name  in  the  entire  world.  What  a  strange  coincidence 
that  the  only  town  of  Henniker  in  the  world  should  have  within  its 
boundaries  the  only  college  of  its  kind  in  the  world!  New 
England  College  is  what  is  commonly  referred  to  as  an  accelerated 
college.  There  are  many  of  these  in  the  United  States  and 
Europe.  However,  most  of  them  cover  four  years  of  work  in 
three  by  employing  the  device  of  the  summer  term.  New  Eng- 
land College  completed  four  years  of  work  in  three  by  utilizing 
a  school  year  with  an  over-all  coverage  of  forty  weeks  but  no 
summer  sessions.  In  addition  to  maintaining  a  college  of  arts 
and  sciences,  awarding  a  recognized  baccalaureate  degree,  it  also 
conducts  a  three-year  program  of  business  administration,  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Business  Administration, 
and  two  engineering  courses  each  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Science  in  Civil  Engineering. 

It  is  commonly  the  experience  of  one  in  charge  of  an  in- 
dustry or  organized  project  in  a  community  to  be  working  with- 
out his  fellow  citizen  understanding  what  the  project  is  all  about. 
This  is  most  unfortunate  and  to  be  regretted.  I  wish  it  were 
possible  for  more  of  the  citizens  of  Henniker  to  be  intimately 
acquainted  with  the  work  of  the  college  located  in  their  midst. 
Some  of  the  townspeople  have  direct  contact  with  the  students, 
some  with  the  faculty,  and  some  attend  productions  of  the  college 
student  body.  But  there  are  very  few  who  realize  the  aims  and 
ideals  of  the  college.  Some  might  be  led  to  wonder  if  the  college 
did  have  any  ideals,  but  let  me  assure  you  that  we  are  working 
out  one  of  the  most  serious  experiments  in  higher  education  in 
America.  With  the  development  of  world  affairs,  it  is  evident 
that  the  old  order  is  changing  and  that  a  new  set  of  social  and 
economic  values  must  be  recognized  and  developed.      Many  of 
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these  changes  affect  our  educational  system.  With  the  closer 
working  of  the  military  and  civil  authorities  toward  the  perfec- 
tion of  a  global  program,  it  is  only  reasonable  to  expect  that 
students  in  this  country  will  face  a  condition  that  many  of  us 
never  dreamed  would  ever  exist;  namely;  that  every  young  man 
release  one  or  two  years  of  his  youth  for  training  for  the  defense 
of  his  country.  This  is  bound  to  affect  the  educational  programs 
and,  more  than  anything  else,  likely  to  bring  more  attention  to  the 
possibilities  of  acceleration.  We  are  proud  of  what  we  are  doing 
as  pioneers  in  this  field  and  the  townspeople  of  Henniker  may 
well  be  proud  to  know  that  in  this  small  New  England  com- 
munity a  conscientious  group  of  people  is  courageously  tackling 
the  problem  while  it  is  in  its  experimental  stages  and  from  this 
experience  is  in  a  position  to  give  sound  advice  for  the  future 
development  of  accelerated  colleges. 

Last  Fall  the  college  celebrated  its  fifth  anniversary  on 
Founders  Day.  Thanks  to  the  good  will  and  cooperation  of  the 
citizens  the  college  was  able  to  work  out  the  problems  of  those 
first  five  years.  It  seems  very  clear  now  that  the  fate  of  New 
England  College  and  the  welfare  of  the  Town  of  Henniker  are 
closely  knit ;  what  helps  the  one  benefits  the  other  and  what  hurts 
one  is  bound  to  have  an  adverse  effect  on  the  other.  Since  my 
acquaintance  with  the  college  during  the  past  year  and  a  half, 
I  can  say  very  honestly  that  two  attempts  have  been  made  to  lure 
the  college  away  from  Henniker  by  communities  and  interests 
who  would  be  very  glad  to  have  a  college  in  their  midst.  We 
were  offered  financial  assistance  if  we  would  abandon  our  present 
location.  I  am  very  happy  to  say  that  I  had  the  privilege  of 
voting  on  the  question.  My  fellow  Trustees  agreed  with  me 
that  our  roots  were  here  in  Henniker  and  we  would  continue  our 
efforts  here  because  of  the  splendid  relationship  with  the  com- 
munity and  because  of  the  fact  that  we  felt  Henniker  offered  us 
many  advantages. 

I  need  not  emphasize  the  fact  that  at  the  present  time  all 
colleges,  wether  they  be  outstanding  universities  or  small 
institutions  like  ours,  face  difficult  times.  To  have  a  college 
you  must  have  students  but  you  can't  have  students  when  they 


are  being  called  for  war  service.  Education  costs  money  and 
parents  do  not  have  funds  available  when  the  cost  of  living  is 
rising  sharply  and  increased  taxation  produces  a  shrinking  dollar. 
Moreover,  we  are  now  feeling  the  full  effect  of  the  disastrous 
drop  in  population  some  sixteen  or  seventeen  years  ago  when 
we  were  feeling  the  worst  effect  of  the  great  depression.  All  of 
these  circumstances  mean  a  lower  student  enrollment  which  can 
be  met  only  by  the  most  careful  budgeting,  planning,  and  the 
efficient  use  of  available  funds.  We  sincerely  hope  that  in  this 
hour  of  need  the  townspeople  will  again  evidence  their  faith  in 
the  value  of  the  program  by  assisting  us  in  every  way  possible. 

I  trust  that  the  college  will  be  able  to  work  with  the  proper 
organized  groups  in  the  community  toward  a  solution  of  problems 
facing  the  town.  Whatever  information  or  abilities  we  have  as 
a  result  of  our  courses  in  the  college  are  at  the  disposal  of  the 
townspeople.  We  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  work  out  recrea- 
tional programs  which  will  give  the  Town  of  Henniker  recognition 
in  the  State  as  a  community  of  culture  and  varied  interests. 
Citizens  are  always  welcome  at  the  college  office  and  any  request 
for  service  which  can  be  rendered  by  the  student  body  and  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  will  always  be  given  sympathetic  consideration. 

A  short  time  ago  we  received  an  official  visit  from  a  group 
of  men  who  spent  their  time  examining  our  program.  In  the 
course  of  conversation,  one  of  the  visitors  said  that  he  was  greatly 
impressed  as  he  went  about  town  with  the  friendly  spirit  evid- 
enced by  everyone  toward  the  college.  He  also  added  that  in 
his  visits  to  other  college  communities  he  frequently  found  that 
such  good  will  was  not  in  evidence. 

I  close  this  message  to  the  people  of  Henniker  with  the 
sincere  hope  that  that  spirit  of  cooperation  between  the  college 
and  the  townspeople  will  continue  to  grow  to  our  mutual  benefit.

Selectmen  authorized  to  install  a  regular  4-way,  3- 
color  traffic  light  in  Proctor  Square  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  $500.00  and,  if  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion objects  to  such  a  light,  then  a  blinker  light  be 
installed  instead. 

Article  24.  Selectmen  instructed  to  do  all  in  their  power  to 
restore  to  the  public  use  of  the  road  mentioned  in 
this  article  but  that  travel  be  restricted  to  pedestrians 
only.

Most  forest  fires  are  preventable  because  someone  is  respon- 
sible for  them.  State  records  for  1950  show  94%  of  632  fires 
resulted  from  human  perverseness  and  carelessness.

Fortunately,  these  human  factors  can  be  dealt  with  because 
people  can  be  reached.  This  the  local  forest  fire  warden  tries  to 
do  by  informing  his  fellow  citizens  that  EVERYONE  MUST:  — 

1.  Secure  a  written  permit  to  burn  in  or  near  woodlands 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

2.  Use  good  judgment  in  burning  and  have  enough  equip- 
ment and  assistance  to  keep  fire  under  control  at  all 
times. 

3.  Be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands  and 
refrain  from  throwing  lighted  material  from  auto- 
mobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  all  equipment  used  in  the  woods  is 
in  good  condition.

Mr.  E.  N.  Cogswell, 
who  was  treasurer  of  the  board  passed  away  that  same  year  and 
Harry  B.  Preston  was  appointed  treasurer,  an  office  he  held 
until  he  passed  on. 

Mr.  Preston  was  not  only  treasurer  but  general  advisor  as 
well,  he  was  ever  ready  to  help  in  every  way  possible.  So  ably 
and  efficiently  did  he  perform  these  duties,  for  which  he  was 
so  well  qualified  that  none  realized  the  responsibilities  he  was 
carrying  until  obliged  to  take  over  when  he  passed  away. 

He  will  be  sadly  missed  for  all  time  to  come. 

Upon  request  Mr.  Clarence  W.  Edmonds  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy  on  the  board  and  Mr.  Diamond  A.  Maxwell 
took  the  ofTice  of  Treasurer. 

Mr.  Preston  bequeathed  to  the  Library  his  valuable  collec- 
tion of  books  and  his  safe,  also  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars, 
the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Edmunds  and  Mr.  Bracy  the  safe 
was  moved  and  placed  in  the  library  office,  where  it  fills  a  much 
needed  want. 

Also  the  books  were  brought  here  where  they  are  being 
catalogued  and  put  into  circulation  as  fast  as  possible. 
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We  have  sent  three  boxes  of  books  for  young  people,  as 
well  as  magazines  to  the  Industrial  School  in  Manchester,  and 
three  boxes  to  the  Merchant  Marine.  These  were  acknowledged 
with  thanks,  and  we  will  continue  to  do  this  as  long  as  we  have 
extra  copies  of  books  to  dispose  of. 

Our  report  began  on  a  sad  note,  and  it  closes  on  a  depressing 
one,  as  we  learn  (that  at  this  date  Dec.  30,  1950)  that  Mr.

*Mrs.   Porter  resigned  March  1,  1950  and  Mr.  Kenneth  Jewett 
took  her  place  on  March  13,  1950. 
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During  this  year  several  changes  have  taken  place.  The 
Quaker  Street  school  has  been  closed  and  the  children  trans- 
ported to  the  graded  school  in  the  village.  An  extra  teacher 
has  been  added  to  the  grade  school  and  we  now  have  one  teacher 
for  each  grade  giving  Henniker  the  best  elementary  set-up  in 
the  Union.  The  pupil  load  for  the  teachers  is  reasonable  and 
the  people  of  Henniker  have  provided  their  children  with  an 
excellent  learning  situation. 

I  had  hoped  that  some  time  in  the  near  future  that  a  man 
could  be  added  to  the  Elementary  School.  However,  with  the 
situation  in  Korea,  the  teacher  supply  outlook  is  not  too  good. 
Probably  most  men  graduating  from  the  teachers  colleges  this 
June  will  be  going  into  the  armed  services,  as  will  most  of  our 
boys  who  graduate  from  high  school. 

Already  prices  have  gone  up  and  will  continue  to  go  up 
unless  some  form  of  price  control  is  put  into  efTect.  Some  towns 
have  given  cost  of  living  adjustments  to  teachers  and  before  the 
year  is  up  probably  all  towns  will  be  asked  to  make  adjustments. 
I  am  sure  that  teachers'  salaries  in  general  are  going  to  be  higher, 
and  the  competition  for  teachers  is  going  to  be  high. 

There  is  a  possibility  that  Henniker  will  get  some  State  Aid 
this  coming  year.  The  State  Board  of  Education  has  presented 
their  new  State  Aid  Formula  to  the  members  of  the  1951  General 
Court  (Legislature) .  This  provides  only  for  equalization  of  aid 
and,  under  the  program,  Henniker  would  get  an  increase  of  about 
$5,500  in  Aid.  Of  course,  the  final  decision  is  up  to  the  Legis- 
lators. One  of  the  problems  is  the  fact  that  the  large  cities  do 
not  get  equalization  aid,  and  yet  have  large  voting  delegations. 
The  cities  may  want  to  fight  for  general  aid  (that  is,  aid  for  all 
towns  and  cities,  irrespective  of  need) ,  and  vote  against  equaliza- 
tion. 

Time  alone  will  tell  what  the  Legislature  will  do;  we  may 
know  the  answers  by  the  time  this  report  is  in  your  hands.  I 
believe  that  Henniker  is  certainly  making  more  than  a  reasonable 
effort  to  provide  good  schools,  and  I  believe  that  they  should  get 
some  support  in  tax  money  other  than  a  property  tax. 
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I  was  pleased  to  see  the  school  district  set-up  a  budget  com- 
mittee outside  the  Municipal  Budget  Act.  The  people  have  the 
right  to  know  how  their  money  is  spent  and  to  determine  if  the 
money  is  being  spent  wisely.  The  better  people  understand  the 
budget,  the  more  intelligently  they  can  vote.  I  am  sure  that  it 
will  be  helpful  to  the  Board.  It  isn't  easy  to  draw  up  a  budget 
that  doesn't  go  into  operation  until  the  following  July  and  meet 
the  needs  of  the  district  for  a  whole  year. 

I  have  enjoyed  my  work  in  Henniker  and  appreciate  the 
consideration  shown  me  by  the  people  with  whom  I  have  worked.
